junior and senior high school, the 
oldest now a student at Bates 
College. 

Hill said his decision to run 
again was based on his desire to 
see educational progress 
continue, but to insure stabiliza- 
tion of the school budget’s impact 
on the taxpayer. 

‘When I came into office, we 
had six different elementary 
school systems in our six elemen- 
tary schools. Now one 
educational program is being 
followed in six different learning 
environments, At the same time, 
we have instituted a uniform 
testing program, in order to 
evaluate the program and 
manage the system. Now we 
have the means to come to grips 
with what’s going on in the 
schools from an achievement 
point of view. 

A single 
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elementary 


educational program with un- 
iform testing enables parents and 
students to keep track of 
individual progress. But it is also 
a tool the administration and 
faculty can use to improve the

total educational program. 

“What's coming to light is that 
there is a very wide range of 
capabilities in Andover students, 
and also a broad spectrum of 
motivation among them. It’s 
clear that some need a more 
highly structured learning 
environment than others. One of 
the immediate concerns for the 
future is providing that more 
structured environment in every 
elementary school, alongside the 
more open educational 
environment in which so many 
students learn most successfully. 

“I am opposed to designating 
one elementary school as the one 
to have a highly structured 
program, because of its unfor- 
tunate connotations. 

‘‘In the past three years the 
rate of school budget increase 
has dropped from 20 percent to 
12.7 percent. I will work to 
flatten this out in order to 
stabilize the school budget’s im- 
pact on the tax rate. 

“To do that we have to sharpen 
our priorities. For example, we 
have revamped the driver 
education program this year. For 
the first time we have made 
driver education available to

every student who wants it, and 
still have greatly reduced the 
cost per student. We have also 
reviewed the health services 
provided by the schools, and are 
reducing the cost by pushing out 
of the schools those overlapping, 
outdated or superfluous services 
which taxpayers no longer should 
have to fund. 

“In order to stabilize the tax 
rate, we will have to expand our 
efforts in this direction. I have 
either initiated or supported all 
of these economy measures. I am 
now supporting reducing the cost 
of transportation per child by 
establishment of collection 
points throughout town to which 
children will walk - at most half a 
mile. 

‘‘My prime priority, 
educationally, is to extend the 
continuous progress educational 
concept all the way through the 
secondary schools, 

“T feel that the current 
structure at the secondary level 
is really not working our students 
hard enough, and I have 
supported increasing the 
requirements for graduation to 
include some kind of student 


project which involves not only 
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academics, but bringing 
academic skills to bear on solu- 
tion of real problems. 

“By instituting continuous 
progress and uniform testing 
throughout the entire system, we 
will be able to move closer to 
real accountability of school 
committee, administration and 
teachers to the public.

with similar commissions in 
Lawrence, North Andover and 
Methuen. ; 

The commission chairman 
went on to state that his group is 
chartered by the state and will 
continue to operate as an 
advisory group, and continue to 
push and support things which 
they deemed good and beneficial 
for the community. 

Greenberg said that he had not 
chastised the commission or 
censured them, only commented 
that the selectmen were not 
consulted before the action was 
taken on a regional basis last 


spring. 
Greenberg stated his proposal 
was simply to insure 


implementation of the charter, 
even if his amendment proved to 
be redundant. 

Former Town Manager 
Richard J. Bowen, noted that 
Andover’s charter followed a 
general principle, or rule of 
thumb, of being ‘“‘brief, vague 
and to the point.”’ 

He said that actually there was 
no necessity of changing the 
charter to give the policy making 
power to the selectmen. 

Bowen said that “if you want 
the selectmen to be a strong 
body, all you have to dois act.” 

“T think the town has looked to 
you for leadership and guidance 
in the past, and it has not always 
been there,’’ Bowen noted. 

He said Andover’s charter had 
worked admirably for the past 13 
years ‘‘based more on what it 
doesn’t say than what it says.”’ 

Karl Haartz, a regular 
observer and critic of municipal 
government, said he could see no 
objection to amending the 
charter, ‘“‘because you haven’t 
gone by.it anyway.” 

As fopithe change in date, Town 
Manager J. Maynard Austin 
requested the change in view of 
the town now going on a fiscal 
year conforming to the state and 
federal governments. The new 
program begins in July, while the 
town charter at present calls for 
submission of the new annual 
budget by Dec. 1. 

Former Manager Bowen 
suggested that an established 
date be placed in the new bylaw, 
rather than leaving it to be 
determined later. 

Bowen also suggested that the 
selectmen and manager go 
further in their budgetary change 
and allow for hearings and 
publication of the budget well in 
advance of town meeting.

For this I 
am deeply grateful as well as for 
the support of so many voters in 
past elections. 

“I shall certainly continue to 
maintain a keen interest in the 
affairs of Andover and may be 
able to serve it in the future in g 
capacity somewhat less intense 
than the post of Chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen.” 

Watters has also served as a 
member of the Land Acquisition 
Committee and was a member of 
the original committee which 
studied the town manager 
charter system for the town.

Included in this vacation is the 
Feb. 19 celebration of 
Washington’s birthday, which 
oldsters may remember as ac- 
tually occurring on Feb. 22. 

No vacations will occur in 
March. 

Spring vacation will commence 
at the end of school on Friday, 
April 13 (watch out! ) and schools 
will reopen on Monday, April 23. 
This vacation will include not 
only the April 16 celebration of 
Patriot’s Day, but also Good 
Friday, which occurs this year on 
April 20. 

Schools will close again for 
Memorial Day on May 28, which 
used to be celebrated May 30. 

School will end for the year on 
Friday, June 22 at noon, or 
earlier if the five snow days are 
not used up. 

Cynics have been Jheard to 
remark that perhaps 
Longfellow’s poem beginning, 
“Listen, my children! And you 
shall hear, Of the midnight ride 
of Paul Revere. On the 
eighteenth of April, in ’75. . .” 
should be changed annually, in 
anthologies, to match the current 
celebration date. Of course 
Massachusetts has celebrated it

Washington’s birthday, Patriot’s

The Doll Dressmaker of Tobey 
Lane notes that doll costuming is 
a way for a girl to reclaim an 
outgrown playdoll, or an ancient 
china doll, to turn an old favorite 
into an interesting period or 
heritage piece, or create a 
valuable art object.

The research tor two of the 
early Pratt dolls came from the 
interest of a friend in her English 
and Dutch heritage. The Pratt 
collection soon held an English 
lady and a Dutch girl. One of the 
most interesting is the English 
Pedlar Woman Doll, with a black 
knit cape and an authentic many- 
pocketed apron to hold the 
articles she sold from door to 
door. From the library, they 
learned that the pedlar women’s 
capes were always black or red. 

An eighteenth century French 
lady of the court is resplendent in 
pink satin. A pre-Civil War belle 
has a real crinoline petticoat, 
fancy pantaloons, not like the 
homespun of the pedlar woman, 
and double-skirted reminiscent 
of Scarlett O’Hara. Another 
favorite is an early American 
country school teacher. Making 
these has been a mother - 
daughter hobby par excellence. 

The Pratts believe in active 
hobbies. Harold Pratt, a 
physicist at the Sperry Rand 
Research Center in Sudbury, 
built a kiln for Christmas, so that 
his daughter Susan could fire the 
products of her new hobby of 
pottery. 

The hobby that the whole 
family shares is sailing, in their 
95-foot sailboat out of Cape Anne. 
Marilyn Pratt says that here the 
men of the family lead the way. 
She confesses to having dropped 
and lost an anchor somewhere in 
Gloucester Harbor; it has not 
sunk her enthusiasm for the 
sport, but perhaps the family’s 
confidence in her sea-going skills 
went down with it. 

In the fall, the sailboat goes up 
to Kennybunkport, Maine, which 
Marilyn Pratt will tell you is a 
fascinating spot, full of 
American history. 

“When we were up there this 
fall, we saw some apple head 
dolls a woman up there is 
making, and dressing in early 
Maine costume. The girls and I 
have become interested in the 
history and customs. Did you 
know that apple head dolls go 
back to Indian times, before the 
settlers arrived?

Time To Examine Plans 
For The Summer Program 


By Gary C. Ralph 

When we think of Summer 
playgrounds, the image evoked is 
filled with the sound of children 
calling to one another to joinina 
ballgame on the athletic field. 
Other children are envisioned 
sitting in a shady spot by a tree, 
engrossed in a crafts project. 
Perhaps your image contains 
children listening to a counselor 
telling an absorbing story or 
young people diligently working 
on scenery for an amateur play. 

Was this the daily reality on 
Andover’s neighborhood 
playgrounds this past Summer? 
Well, partly. Some of these 
activities did take place and 
some children had a very good 
time involved in them. But 
mostly, I’m sharing with you my 
hopes for next Summer’s 
playground program. 

I think the question I’ve most 
been asked since I came to 
Andover has been, ‘‘What do you 
intend to do with the Summer 
playgrounds?”’ The question is 
motivated by the knowledge that 
attendance on the playgrounds 
was not all one would have 
wished and an awareness that 
while many, many things have 
gone through alteration and 
change in the past 7 or 8 years, 
the Andover playgrounds have 


not. 

I have had some very positive 
experiences with alternatives to 
the traditional neighborhood 
playgrounds. I question whether 
the traditional eight week, all 
day playground program is the 
most beneficial type of publicly 
subsidized recreation Summer 
program that can be offered. 

The next question, of course is, 
“What does the Department 
intend to provide in place of the 
playground program as we have 
known it?”’ 

The answer hasn’t quite been 
completed now, in January. It 
would be fair to say some things 
traditional, some new ideas, a 
few experimental projects and 
an expanded format.

A Game Of Strategy 


A favorite pastime among 
World War II veterans is second 
guessing General McAuliffe’s 
decisions in the Ardennes. 
Among Civil War buffs debate 
has continued for a hundred 
years over whether Lee could 
have saved the situation at 
Gettysburg. 

Today, in Andover two people 
are intently staring at a 
battlefield laid out on a game 
board between them. 

Men, machines, and the terrain 
are under their close scrutiny. 

One carefully moves his light 
calvary up to the Virginia line 
while holding the infantry in the 
rear. 

The other person is obviously 
puzzled. 

The recorded history of this 
battle did not indicate any such 
move by Lee. But if the player 
wants to move in such a way, 
fine, and he begins to set the 
defense. : 

We all know how the Civil War 
ended. 

But the players of Military 
Chess wonder at particular 
moves of the regiments and their 


rational. They wonder if it could 
not have been managed 
differently. 

So they play simulated contests 
utilizing game boards depicting 
the topography of the area and 
“fighting’’ with the same number 
of men and hardware. Games are 
available now for a large number 
of often discussed historical 
battles from the Crimean War to 
Vietnam. ‘‘Gamers,”’ buffs of the 
military chess game, prepare for 
each battle by reading material 
on the battle itself, events 
preceding the conflict and the 
political / military ramifications 
of the final outcome. A player 
assumes command of all units 
under his command and moves 
each according to his own 
tactical strategy. It is not 
necessary to calculate every 
move in conjunction with a 
master plan. 

Marshall Hollis, who directs 
the games in this area, points out 
that the hobby involves problems 
that commanders faced, without 
the casualties resulting from 
combat.

An easement to be granted to the town by Arkwright 
Insurance Co., for land along the Merrimack River, 
seems reasonable and should be reassuring to the 
conservation minded.

It would appear that Arkwright in granting to the town 
4 conservation easement, is extending to the town the 
right of access. 

Recognizing the town’s attentiveness to conservation 
projects in recent years, it would seem logical that the 
suggested easement should be amenable to local officials 
and conservation minded groups.

We think the granting of the easement by Arkwright, 
rather than conveying outright ownership is proper. 


Well Done 


The decision made by Chairmar Robert A. Watters of 


the selectmen not to seek re-election, is a regrettable one 
for Andover. 

Mr. Watters has served as a member of the board for 
the past ten years. In addition, he has provided the town 
with his services on other boards and committees 
extending well beyond the decade of elective service. 

Seldom are communities in a position to have the 
opportunity of being provided with service as performed 
by the retiring selectman. 

He was initially chosen by the board to complete an 
unexpired term. He successfully ran for the office the 
following March and has been returned to office by 
substantial plurality in subsequent elections. 

The job of selectman is classed as part time, but Mr. 
Watters was more than a part time visitor to town hall. 

He was attentive to the duties of the office, available 
for attendance at out-of-town meetings of interest to 
Andover. 

When the town was without a manager for a period 
before the appointment of the present incumbent, Mr. 
Watters conducted almost daily office hours for the 
convenience of the public. 

Watters was instrumental in bringing the YMCA 
program to Andover and subsequently to North Andover 
and the creation of the new Family Y facility for the two 
towns, now nearing the construction stages. 

His decision not to seek re-election was based on 
reasons of health, with the hope that he might be able to 
serve the town in some lesser capacity. 

A grateful community will no doubt call upon Mr. 
Watters for continued assistance and guidance, while 
acceeding to his desires to retire from an active public 
career, 


As the problem relates to Andover’s immediate 
situation, we can be assured of two things. 

As FinCom members, Mrs. Cole and Mrs. Duxbury will 
most assuredly exercise economic prerogative and have 
the paper covering retained from week to week, should 


town meeting be extended.

be confined or to be leashed or 
under voice command 24 hours a 
day. 

“This is a model,’’ says the 
head of the year-old organization 
formed to help stem the problem 
of 55 million unwanted dogs and 
cats being destroyed in the U.S. 
every year. 

“People should voice their 
comments, or complaints, to 
their local representatives,’’ she 
says. 

There’s no dispute that the 
proposal is harsh: it specifies a 
$20 license fee for unspayed 
female dogs, with a loss of both 
the dog and dog ownership to 
people who don’t comply with 
mandatory spaying regulations. 

“Eiverybody’s fed up with the 
problem,’’ Mrs. Vancelette 
argues. ‘‘Only one of 10 dogs and 
cats have a home,” she says, 
‘‘and if people can control their 


‘pets, there won’t be such 


indiscriminate breeding.” 

Inter-town chaos 
Many communities have 
passed leash laws. She believes, 
though, that wandering pets can 
cause inter-town ‘‘chaos’’ and 
that a state statute would be en- 
forced more rigidly by local 


officials. 


Her present plan would have 
communities pay to enforce the 
uniform leash law. 

But she believes that income 
from fines would more than 
defray that expense and that ina 
few years, Massachusetts would 
save many thousands of tax 
dollars now going to care for and 
destroy unwanted pets. 

Some lawmakers have some 
sharp questions about her 
proposal. 

What if a dog breaks a chain, 
one gives as an example: does 
that constitute abandonment? 

Other legislators, though, note 
that while local laws work well in 
congested areas, in the western 
part of the state a uniform 
statute might be especially 
welcome. 

Mrs. Vancelette expects the 
bill to be modified in the next few 
months with the help of State 
House legal staffers, but 
maintains that its concept is 
something people, and pets, 
need. 

‘T’ve traveled through five 
states getting material,’ she 
says, ‘‘and throughout 
Massachusetts talking to local 
groups.”’
